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The Royal Society for the encouragement of Arts, Manufactures and Commerce 
was founded in 1754, by William Shipley, a drawing master from Northampton, 
who assembled a group of the most eminent artists, philosophers and scientists of 
the day and declared that the objectives of his Society were ‘to embolden enterprise, to 
enlarge science, to refine art, to improve our manufactures and to extend our commerce’. 
The Society moved to its present premises, which were purpose built by the Adam 
brothers as part of their Adelphi development, in 1774.

A. H. Baldwin and Sons Ltd., founded in 1872, has had premises in The Adelphi 
since the 1920's and since 1970 at 11 Adelphi Terrace. The original Terrace was 
demolished in 1936. The drawing is derived from part of Robert Adam’s original

The defeat of the naval power of Ptolemy of Egypt by Demetrius at the sea battle off Salamis, Cyprus, in 306, 
secured the possession of the island for about twelve years, and with it the command of the sea coasts of Cilicia, 
Syria and Phoenicia and the trade routes to Asia. The akrostolion, the topmost piece of the curved forepart of this 
galley, has been broken off and carried away as a token of victory. A particularly well known example of this 
monumental form of celebration of a naval success is the "Victory of Samothrace" ( now in the Louvre, Paris), found 
on the island of the same name in 1863, which has been dated to c.190-180. Quite possibly such a marble group was 
erected at Salamis. Demetrius declared himself to be descended from Poseidon, whose form on the reverse of the 
coin suggests the use of a statue as the model for the coin type
